Hinazuki Kayo who once was a social 
outcast, managed to create bonds of 
friendship along with her classmates. Kayo 
is proof that despite all the hardships and 
sufferings that stand in ones way, never 
losing hope and trusting your friends would 
eventually lead you towards salvation.

Have you heard of the seven deadly sins? 


Katsuhira Agata is a resident of Sugomori City who has one very 

notable characteristic: his lack of empathy. Being unable to feel pain 

and emotions is the reason why he's been selected as a Kiznaiver for 
the Kizuna System. 


Together with Noriko Sonozaki, Agata forges a "kizuna", which 
allows the two to transmit and share their wounds. This allows Agata 
to experience this sensation that was so unknown to him before. 
However, more than allowing a deep way of connecting with 
someone, this new link could also open the doors to new trials, as 
Agata soon discovers that his classmates are also Kiznaivers from 
different rival groups. Will this system that aims to create peace by 
offering a powerful way of understanding each other ironically lead 
to an even stronger division among people? : 


Taking charge is none other than Studio Trigger (Kill la Killj. The first 

two episodes premiered in Sakura-Con which featured the voice of 

Yuuki Кай (Eren Jaeger). What made this original anime stand out 

among the adaptations is its character designs by Shirow Miwa 
(supercell illustrator). 


Kiznaiver already showed promise in the visuals department, 
something we have all come to expect out of Trigger. As the show is 
an anime original with no source material, this could be a great time 
to see what these guys' creative minds have in store for us. Judging 
from the premise at this point? A story that's interesting and has 
potential to be far deeper and meaning than it appears at first glance. 


Scheduled to come out this April, Kiznaiver is sure to be one of the 
more ambitious shows in its season. Make sure to give it a shot! 
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A miko is a shrine maiden or a supplementary priestess who perform important 

roles in the daily shrine life. They are trained at a very young age to perform 

tasks such as cleansing and performing the sacred Kagura dance. Most youth 

would want to have the city life rather than the humble shrine life and that is 

how Machi Amayadori feels. However, her guardian thinks she is not ready for 
the outside world. 


In the Kumade village somewhere in the Tohoku prefecture are people who live 

with the mountain bears. Literally translated to "Bear (and) Shrine Maiden", 

Kuma Miko is about a 14 yr old village shrine maiden who wants to move to the 

city. Her worrywart guardian, a mountain bear named Natsu, feels she is not cut 

out for the city. He decides to put her in a series of trials that she has to pass in 
order to move out.

Kuma Miko is the anime version of Masume Yoshimoto's comedy manga with 

five volumes to date. Kinema Citrus and EMT Squared's adaptation will surely 

add some comedic flair to the already strong Spring 2016 anime lineup. The 

opening theme is "Datte, Gyutte Shite.” by Maki Hanatani and main character 

voice actors Natsumi Hioka (as Machi) and Hiroki Yasumoto (as Natsu) performs 
"Kumimako Dancing" for ending theme. 


Despite what happened in The Revenant (Leonardo Dicaprio got mauled by a 

bear) we think this is a good year for an anime with a bear. Looking back to the 

comedy anime we've been getting, this is most certainly lighter and fun. Glad to 

see an adaptation that did not come from a 4-koma manga. Despite the simple 

storyline, we see good character design (check out Machi's miko outfit) and 
great visuals since it is set in the mountains, expect lots of scenery! 
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When Subaru Natsuki found himself suddenly standing in front of a fruit 
merchant in a parallel universe, he did not panic very long. 


Subaru is not like other main characters thrown in a parallel universe. He is fast in 

realizing that this could mean that a) he is now a main character, b) he would 

naturally have some kind of power and 6( a beautiful girl has summoned him to 

the realm. But after getting mugged on the streets, he begins to understand that 
none of his initial estimation is real and that he dies in the end. 


He then finds himself standing in front of the same fruit merchant but now with 

fresh memories of his death. It turns out that Subaru gained the ability to rewind 

time whenever he dies. Can a helpless young man save a girl from the fate of 
death with his "Return by Death" ability? 


Re: Zero kara Hajimeru Isekai Seikatsu (or Re:Zero) is an on-going fantasy light 

novel serieswritten by Tappei Nagatsuki and illustrated by Shinichirou 

Ootsuka. A 25-episode anime adaptation by White Fox premiered last April 4 
with an hour-long episode. : 


The plot is dark and the viewers and Subaru are the only ones who know what is 

going to happen. So even though despair is lurking around the corner, the 

characters still talk casually to each other as if nothing bad is going to happen, as 

it always does. Will knowing the future help in changing the present? This makes 

this anime very interesting because it dips it's finger in the reality that 'we never 
know what is going to happen' with a twist. 


Almost every character in this series is a subverted version of a character 

archetype people normally see in most fantasy stories. For example, Subaru was 

introduced in the first 5 minutes of the episode as a shut-in, but somehow 

managed to display a bit of athleticism when retaliating against the thugs. The 

main heroine, named Satella, can be categorized as a tsundere, but not the type 
who resorts to violence when hiding her true feelings. 


If you're looking for a series to fill the void left by shows like Konosuba and Erased 
in your heart last season, then you should check out Re:Zero's anime adaptation 
this spring!
